Both prehistoric and historic archaeological sites within the APE have 
been identified that are being damaged and destroyed from indirect and 
direct activities related to the Oroville facilities.  Many of these sites are 
likely worthy of nomination to the National Register of Historic Places.  In 
turn, an as yet to be determined number of such sites likely cannot be 
protected from damaging agents and continued loss.  There is also a level 
of uncertainty in further protection/preservation in applying protective 
measures such as shielding caps or coatings, ranger patrol, local 
education, site stewardship and the like.  In these cases of imminent, likely 
loss, a structured, rigid, informed, cooperative approach to data recovery 
can serve to remove from the site irreplaceable heritage values including 
artifacts, food remains and, though documentation, various features such 
as house structures, cooking areas and the like.  These values can be 
studied, curated or repatriated to secure locations.  (Note: it is not the 
intention of this action to remove Indian burials or burial goods unless 
agreed to by the tribes).  Such an approach provides for further 
understanding of the past from both a scientific and traditional perspective 
through subsequent publication of results suitable for both the professional 
and lay communities; provides materials that may be suitable for exhibit 
and educational purposes; and ameliorates the loss of valuable, non-
renewable resources in an area that archaeologists view as poorly 
understood.
